ORDER DELIVERED ON 26*6-1953 

This election petition was presented by the petitioner, S. Jagir Singh, calling in 
question the election of respondent No. 1, S, Prem Singh from the Rajpura consti- 
tuency of the PEPSU Legislative Assembly. The hearing of the petition proceeded 
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before the Tribunal at Kapurthala till the settlement of issues after which the 
petition was ordered to be heard before this Tribunal at Patiala. 

It was fixed for hearing first on 25th May 1953, and again adjourned to 26th 
June 1953. On both these dates it was found that the petitioner remained absent. 
At Kapurthala a counsel used to appear for him but even that counsel did not 
appear here at Patiala. Notices about these two hearings at Patiala were given to 
the petitioner and his acknowledgment has been received. We are thus, satisfied 
that the petitioner is absenting himself deliberately and has no intention to proceed 
with the petition. We accordingly dismiss this petition for non-appearance of the 
petitioner and for want of prosecution and order the petitioner to pay the respondent 
No. l’s costs which we assess at Es, 200,
